Almost any sophomore student of 
civil engineering at Georgia Tech 
could take the map of Georgia on his 
trestle board and map in a day a more 
coherent and logical scheme of service 
roads than is shown upon the latest 
published road map. 

There is no need to bandy blame 
for the present patchwork state of 
the roads. The indefensible wrong 
plan of financing them with county 
aid explains the situation completely 
and demonstrates the inane folly of 
the legislatures that have made no 
other result possible. 


We Must Snap Out of It. 


Now, with a somewhat saner and 
more elastic legislation: we are called 
upon by every consideration of state 
welfare and economy to snap out of 
the old way and build our roads by 
the same wise system that other pro- 
gressive states have followed. 

The paramount demand is for the 
promptest possible completion of the 
main trunk lines which ought to tra- 
verse the state from end to end and 
side to side. 

Those roads would in some direc- 
tion run through every congressional 
district in the state and bring its 
people in paved road connection with 
every other district. In that way there 
could arise no valid charge that any 
section was being neglected and that 
road funds were being used to give 
partiality to any division of the state. 

And the people in all parts of the 
state should want those main. trunk 
lines to supply them with reachable 
and usable outlets to the balance of 
the state and the continent at large.

He 
was more, it appears, business man- 
ager of the nation.

Po’ Boy’s ‘Post-Hack’ Days 


:: Quaint Character Went With Railroad; Died in 1926 ?: 


Recalled by Associates Here 


Po’ Boy, famous among old-timers 
in Atlanta as one of the last of the 
hackmen, is up’ in “God’s hebben” 
driving the “sweet chariot’ that 
swings low. 

Floyd Simmons, who was_ better 
known as Po’ Boy, entered the Val- 
halla of all good negro hackmen on 
September 7, 1926, a loser in a ¢ 
vear fight against asthma. The old- 
tiners who used to patronize Po’ Boy's 
hack didn’t know of his death, but a 
member of the staff of The Consti- 
tution, prompted by the article re- 
printed from the New York Herkld- 
Tribune last Sunday, took the time 
to find out. 

Po’ Boy was 65 years old when, 


on a drizzling afternoon back in ‘26. 


he left “Pal Sam,” his horse, and the 
old beaver hat and the ancient hack 
for the trip “up yonder.”
